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stri pe exposed beneath said data card in a position to be passed through a magnetic reader for 
, verification and activation of the encoded data while the data card remains adhesively secured 
in the display pack and covering the confidential PIN on the back of the data card, wherein 
separation of the perforations at the top and along one side of said package permits the 
package to unfold to reveal a printed interior. 

^ W.fNew) The data card display package according to claim 16. wherein said window 
is a diecut window disposed in and bordered on three sides by the front of the package.
